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Here is no true happineſſe nor bleſſing but to the 
bleſſed ſtate which was before tranſgreſſion was, 
becauſe in the ſtate of tranſgreſſion the curſe 
ſtands, in which, glory and riches are an utter 
curſe unto all mankind, end therefore the eternal God of 
glorious wiſdom will not give the glory and riches of pro- 
miſe uneo the Fews according to their fooliſh expe&ations, 
having ordained a better thing for them then they do be- 
lieve or are aware of, weh will ficſt make them bleſſed before 
he gives them their expectations of the glory and riches of 
promiſe, that the glory & riches which they do expect may 
not be as the Quails between the teeth of their Fathers in 
the wilderneſſe, when it ſhall be given them according to 
the covenant of promiſe, to which purpoſe he will firſt pre- 
pare the way, and bring them into ſuch a ſtate wherein 
ny may be enabled to hold all the good in the bleſſing 
(here curſe ſhall never be any more) when he opens the 
large Heavens ofhis everlaſting mercies, and rains it down 
in full ſhowers of over- ſpreading clouds _ theirheads. 
And mythinks it is very marvellous that they (having the 
ancient Prophets writings, and reading them fo frequent 
and often amongſt themſelves as they do) ſhould be fo 
much vailed in their underſtandings, and blinded from 
the true knowledge, as not to percerve this thing. And a- 
gain mythinks it ſhould be a very ſtrange and marvelleus 
thing unto any low, poor, humane capacity, that they 
(having the Scriptures of the Prophets, reading them, and 
profeſſing belief of them all) ſhould be ſo extream dark 
and ftupid of underſtanding, as not to perceive the under- 
mentioned particulars, concerning the Meſſab. | 
1. That Job prophecying over the twelve Tribes of 
his houſe, telling them what ſhould befall them in the later 
dayes, faid to Jidab, The Scepter ſball not depart from Ju- 
dah, nor a Lawgiver from between bis ſeet until Shiloh come, 
and unto bim ſhall the gathering of the people be, which if Shiloh 
had not come before the Scepter was departed, and before 
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clic Lawpivers were all gone away, and the houſe of Judab 
leſt without a Terapbim, without a SerTuery, without a 
Facriſice, and without a Teecbing Prieſt (according to the 


words of another Prophet propheſied unto their Fathers, 
and fulfilled on them ſince the dayes of their laſt great cap- 


tivity) then muſt they needs make Face (the Father. of 
the twelve Tribes) an abſolute Liar, and not a true Pro- 
phet of the true God, and ſo deny themſelves to be his 
ſeed, and conſequently not to have any right unto that 
glory and riches of promiſe that is covenanted to his true. 
ſeed. | = 

2. That unto Sbilab the gathering of the people were, 
and now are, even numerous and by very great multi- 
tudes, as Iſaiab ſaid, I will provoke them unto jealouſie by a fool- 
iſh Nation, the which Malachi explained ſaying, my Name 
(hall be great among the Gentiles, 


3. That he came toa tittle in manner and order as Iſaiah - 


ſpeaks of, born of a virgin, which if ſhe had known man be- 
fore his birth, then had it not been of a virgin, but the 
Prophet a Liar; but the power of conception and birth did 
anſwer the word of promiſe, that the propheſie might be 
fulfilled.

of Jacob concerning the houſes of Simeon andLevil by whom

kappen in the later dayes, Vabeg then they would lack 
uper bins whom they bave pierced, and mourn for Lim in that 
ſore manner of mourning as it was in the day of Hada- 
drinemon in the valley of Megiddon, and come to ſee him in 
what they yet ſee him not; to wit, :

J have cauſe again and again to ſay it is a very marvel- 
lous thing, and to double admirations a thonſand times 
over and over again, that the Fews ſhould be ſo extreamly 
darkned as not to believe in deed and in truth-in their 
hearts, the very things that they confeſſe they believe with 
their tongues outwardly, and ſo plainly knowing that the 
Me ſſiab was to come in all things according tothe Prophets, 
before the Scepter was departed from Fudab, and à Lamgiver 
from between his feet, to be born of a virgin, to call the Gen- 
tiles, to come in a way poor, low, humble, meek, deſpiſed, 
without form or comlineſſe, a man of ſorrows, acquainted- 
with grief, to be led like a Lamb to the ſlaughter, and to be 
ſlain in the anger of Simeon and Levi, for whom the fami- 
lies of Judab muſt mourn, having pierced him; for if he 
were not thus come, and had not thus ſuffered already, 
then inſtead of the riches and glory of promiſe, that they 
look for by his coming, muſt yet bring down a further 
curſe upon their heads, becauſe as ſure as it was propheſied 
that he ſhould come, ſo certain it was propheſied that he 
ſhould come in this manner, and likewiſe ſo certain th at 
the Jewes ſhould ſlay him, and bring upon themſelves. a 
grievous curſe thereby. Is it not therefore unſpeakably 
marvellous, that they are yet ſo exceeding blind as not to 
know their good from their evil, their bleſſing from their 


curſe, being io plainly told it by Ia. Mala. Zach. and other 
N Prophets, 
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Prophets, yes and by oe himſelf their Father, of whoſe 
Loyns the Twelve Tribes were ? For if they ſhould be 
made partakers of the Riches and Glory of promiſe, be- 
forethey had {lain him, to ſlay him afterwards ( whoſe 
laughter ofneceſſicy muſt be by them, as Iſs. Dau. & Jacob 
their Father told chem} in the anger of Simens and Levi, 
to the breaking down the Wall and bringing the curſe ) 
would be a moſt perfideous and deſperate. wicked requital 
of him for the riches and glory received from him, and 
then alſo they muſt needs looſe it again, by the means of 
breaking down the Wall, and bringing che curfe upon 
themſelves through his ſlaughter. . 

Alas, my. thinks if their eyes were but iñ the leaſt mea- 
ſure open, they could not chuſe but think that the God 
of Moſes who led their Fathers through the Red Sea, is 
faithfull and true (though they be exceeding incredu- 
lous ) who hath Covenanted their Redemption by a new 
. Covenanc which ſhall not be broken, as their Fathers did 
break the firſt Covenant, but Feremieb tells them, that if 
the Covenant of the $11 and the Moon could be diſanullcd, yet 
. this new Covenant ſhall not be brokgn, wherein the purpoſe of 
God Almighty is, that when the Jews ſhall return from the 
errour of unbelieſ and hardneſs of heart, and look upon 
him whom they have pierced, and mouru, &c. Then he 
will drew them by the Light of his Eternal Spirit, that he 
ut upon the MESS IAH ( im which he was called, 
Las Iſaiah ſaid] by the Name of che Eternal Father, and 
God with us) into the Rate of bleſſing, where curſe. (hall 
never be any more found, that the glory and riches may 
be poſſeſſed and inherited, as a glory and riches given of 
their God indeed, that ſhal never more depart from them, 
but it ſhall be as ſure unto them, as the Covenant of God 
is true and certain in himſelf, who can never change from 
the Truth of his God head. ©; 

Who therefore is that dark Mole, or blind Bat amongſt 
them that will yet (ay the man Meſiab is to come, and 
make himſelf guilty of his blood, and make his Father 
Iſrael, and the other Prophets lyars, and ſo exclude bim- 
(elf everlaſtingly from tbe riches and glory that is to be 
given 
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iven them in an unchangesble Covenant in an eternal 
— bliſſe, where the glory and riches {hall never cor- 
rupt, and in ſtead of imagining that it is nigh at bend to 
be revealed, to put it, (ir may de) 1660. years more from 
their Generations, under the curſe of their flaugheer of 
the Meſiab, which they muſt yet do, if the man M. ab 
were yet cocome? - 
' Surely any ſencible feeling man among them reading 
this, cannot chule but perceive this plain cafe, ſpoken of

Rare ir is impoſſible for them to receive, and retain the 
riches and glory of prowiſe without making it a very noi- 
ſome ſtink in the earth; wherefore as the N ab or light of 
the Spirit of the eternal Father appears inwardly as God 
with us, which is the glorious way ot perf, ion, ſo next it 
is of worth for the Thee to know how he operates in this. 
his way, .as a Fuller and as a Reſiner inthe inward parts, 
making fit ſor the riches and glory & c. to which purpoſe 
(for their ſakes) this is the Spirits direction and counſel 
to them all without reſpect of perſons. 

O bouſe and families of Fudah draw near, and come ye unto

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Adam was in bis perfect innocency) therefore the riches cannot be 
received and retained in a ſtate of lin and corruption, or any jot 
ſhart of mans firſt ſtate in innocency. 

Now if the Jewes do believe that ever they ſhall bea 
ſan&ified people to the holy God of Iſrael, (which will 
make them throughly rich and glorious within and wich» 
out) it would ſeem to be a mar ellous thing if they ſhould 
think chat ic ſhould be in any other way then the Prophets 
do tell them, as | have opened firſt through the Fullers 
waſhing tkeir ſouls in the fountain of Fudeb, and now ſe- 
condarily in the manner of that other diſpenſation ſpo- 
ken of concerning the Meſizb, or Light of the Spirit of 
the eternal Father in them, appearing in the office of a 
Refiner.it is in me to example forth (in plainneſſe and eaſi- 
neſſe) unto them, whereby in a happy ſeaſon they may all 
come to receive him, ds he is given unto chem to work 
within and without them, an everlaſting redemption for them 
from all captivity and thraldom. 

I dire all their minds to dwell and inhabit in that 
Light of the eternal Father in all their Conſciences, that 
they may feel it as a fire in their bowels burning on the 

fuel of lyes, and - all deceirful words, and ſo as they give 
their minds into this holy fire, they will come co ſee a 
ſweet, glorious, and raviſhing unity of their ſouls wich the 
everlaſting burnings,whoſe flames wil give them a chrough 
light co apprehend that all che lyes and deceitful words 
are burnt up and utterly conſumed with the fire, which 
thing being done, they muſt needs know that nothing but 
Truth remains in the inward parts, becauſe Truth is of the 
nature of che fire, and can never conſume in the flames 
thereof; and when they perceive that the Light in the 
Canſcience is of ſo glorious a vertue as to eleanſe the ſoul 
from lyes and deceitful words, by which all fin entred in- 
to the world, they muſt abſolutely be perſwaded that the 
Light (being of the eternal Father) cannot change from 
its nature, property, vertue, and power, that as it was 
loved and adhered unto in the i#ward convincement, and 
burning up of that one ſort of fin through which all fin 
entred into the world, if the ſame in ward light be loved 
8 | and 
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and joyned unto as a conſuming fire that can burn up all 
fn, it will as ſurely conſume all ſins, as ic conſumed that 
one fort of lin (viz. ) ly es; and ſo through the meltings of 
their hearts in the holy furnace, t heir ſouls will be perte&- 
ly purified as the gold that is ſeven times tried in the fire; 
Thus they may plainly ſee what the Meſſiab is in all their 
Conſciences, who can never be more clearly ſeen, and bet- 
ter known then by his inward work and operation (as che 
Prophet ſpeaks of him) as a Fuller and Refiner to the pur- 
pole of cheir purification, that when this firſt part of his 
work is wrought in and among the Jews, making them 
meet and fic to receive and retain the riches and glory, im- 
mediately then he may lead them into the full poſſeſſion 
and everlaſting unchangeable inheritance thereof, accor- 
ding to the Covenant of promiſe; for except this firſt be, 
they might eaſily think that if they had all the glories that 
are in the earth, and ten thouſand times more t hen they 
can think, if they had it but in a ſtate of corruption, it 
could not be a glory in the eye of the holy God of Iſrael, 
but an abſolute ſtink in the noltrils of the God of Iucob, 
and a Curſe before him continually; and it is alſo eaſie to 
be diſcerned, that if corrupt men have corruptible riches 
and glory added to their corruption, it makes the in not 
more holy but more corrupt, and conſequently not more 
bleſied, but more curſed; and therefore the wiſe God of 
Iſrael will not give the riches and glory in the lews fooliſh 
way, but will give it in his own wile way, according to the 
Prophets as I have plainly opened) and will make ſure of 
his work; co make the Jews ſurely his own people, ſurely un 
Covenant with him never more to depart from him, but 
to remain for ever with him in the ſtate of everlaſting bleſs 
ſing, where there ſhall be no more tran(gre\ion nor curſe, 
becauſetranſgreſſion was alwayes the breach of the Cove- 
nant between God and his people, onely on his peoples 
part, and there was never any other breach belides ir, and 
therefore of neceſſity as the new Covenant is an everlaſting 
and unalterable Covenant in which the Jews ſhall poſſeſſe 
the riches and glory, ſoit muſt be held in the bleſſed Rate 


in which tranſgreſſion is not, which not an honeſt rational 
| B 2 man 15 
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man among them can ever deny. 

Therefore well may they think that they have a great 
occaſion to prize the mercy of the God of their Father Iſ- 
racl, who now gives them te know that the light of the 
Spirit of the eternal Father (which was put upon the man 
Meſſiab) is the true Meſſiab in the ſubſtance to work among 
them in his office of 3 Fuller and Reſiner, and to ſee him as 
the way which the weyfaring men though fools cannot erre there 
in, the which may clearly appear unto every Conſcience 
among them, becauſe no ſin can poſſibly be committed in 
union with the Light in the Conſcience, which is as a bur- 
ning fire againſt all fin, I (ay it is a thing impollible beeauſe 
the inviſible Light in its nature is eternally pure, and con- 
trary to all ſin, and therefore all they that walk in the pure 
way of the Light, not going out of it, is as impoſſivle for 
them to erre or fin (though fools and wayfaring men as 
the Prophet tells them) whicli not an honeſt rational man 
among them can ever den. 

When the Jews are come thus far into the true way, then 

they ſhall know the Meſfeh co be the true fign within them, 

and the glorious Enfigu ſpread among them, the ever)ait- 
. ing Counſellor unto them, and the true Leader and Cap- 

tain of their Salvation, and all beſides that the Prophets 
. have ſpoken of him unto them, which will be the day 
- wherein they will clap their hands and leap for joy, and ſound 
ont theJhouts of the renown of their God, that rhe earth ſhall rent

Let foraſmueh as the Jews have a conſtant eye fixed on 
the carnal Ordinances that were given by = unto 
them ( chat is to ſay the Sacriſices and Oblations as they were 

miniſtred by Aaron for tlie fins of the people) that through 
a continual vail of ignorance they may not alwaies and 
for ever loſe the glory of promiſe, I am moved in Spirit 
(in this wiſe) cothew chem; That though Moſes his glory 
was ſuch in the eyes of their dark Fathers, that chey 
could not behold bis face for the glory and brighenefle 
thereof, and therefore was forced to caſta vail over it, 
that he might diſpenſe the Law untothem, yea and though 
Mes talked with God face to face; yet Moſes ſaw not = 
2 ace, 
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face, for God told him * Be ald not ſee his face and 
live, and therefore ſhzwed him onely his backer parts, as 
the record witueſſeth: So that when the Jews eyes (hall 
be opened, then they ſhall (ee, chat — faw but Gods 
backer parts, ſo he could miniſter unto their Fathers but 
che lower, weakgr, and backer Ordinauces, and not the face 
of the glory into which the Jews ſh ill be everlaſtingly ſwal- 
lowed and wrapped up; becauſe them external and car- 
nal Sacrifiees and Q-lations were continually offered for 
the fins of the people, but when the people ſhall come 
unto that which will wrap them up into the bleſſing where 
there is no more fia nor curſe, then undeniably they muſt 
needs ſee the end of all the carnal Sacrifices; for where 
there is no more fin there can be no more Sacrifice for fin; 
wherefore the laſt Sacrifice that is to be among the Jews 
is this, (to wit) faithfully aud wholly to offer themſelves, ſouls 
«nd minds unto their God in the fire of the Refiner which purifieth 
from all fin, in which they ſh ill aſſueedly ſee the end of 
all fin, and conſequently che aſſured end of all the car- 
nal Ocdinances, Sacrifices, and Oblations offered for ſin; 
and the left waſhing that ſhall be among the Jews, ſhall be in 
the Eternal Fountain, (that is ſer and ſetting apen for 7udab 
and Feruſalem to bath and to waſh in) which cleauſetb from 
all fin, aud conſequently briugetb the end of all other waſh- 
inge. , 
And whereas Mſes ſaw but the backer parts of God, 1 
could nakedly tell a true believing ſeed of Abrabem, That 
God from the, beginning never had pleaſure (ſimply) 
in the flaughcer of Bulls, Goats, H:ifers, Sheep, Lambs, 
burning of fat, or offering any other viible Creature in 
that kind; for in all that God ſpake to Miſes through 
theſe things, Moſes did not ſee the face of God, nor under- 
ſtood his moſt glorious oraculous voice, but onely ſaw his 
backer parts, fo wherein Miſes (in his weakneffe of under- 
ſtanding of che"Oracles of the higheſt Majefty ) was accep- 
ted of God in offering the ſaid externals, was onely in re- 
ſpe& to the fear that was in M'ſes bis heart, (which carried 
him forth to obey to the utmoſt of the backer parts which 
heſax) or weakneſſe of his underſtanding of the eternal 
Oracles, 
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+ Ocacles, which thing the 88 do manifeſtly explain, 
telling the TJews[nakedly] that God hath no pleaſure in auy of. 
thoſe things, for all the beaſts of the forreſts were bis, and be was 
more then ten thouſand Rivers of oyl, and he needed them 
not, but ſaid that ro obey was better then ſacr:fice, for when 
their Fathers went out of the obedience that Moſes ſtood 
in, and departed from the fear that led Moſes in obed ence 
to offer the (aid externals .(ſuppoling in-the. integrity of 
his heart, that that was the thing that God required ef 
him, which had onely acceptance of God, becauſe of the 
fear in his upright heart, he being in ſighe and knowledge 
but of the backen pants) God told them plainly that incenſe 
was abomination unto him, their new moous and their Sabbatbs to- 
gether wi b their ſol-mn meetings bis ſoul loathed them, & there- 
fore expreſly commanded them (by Iſa. ) to put them away, 
teſtitying to them that bis ſoul was weary with them, whole 
exceeding mercy (as it graciouſly. appeared unto them in 
that of telling them the Sacrifices and Oblations that his 
ſoul had no pleaſure in) next diſcovered unto them the 
ſacrifices that he was delighted in, which was fear, a contrite 
ſpirit, a broken beart, a ſoul of thanksgiving, a ſpirit of f raiſe, 
bowels of mercy, to do juſtly, and to walk humbly-with their God; 
Now whereas the Prophets do ſo plainly ſpeak of theſe 
things, it ſeems to bea very [ſtrange and marvellous matter 
that the Ie to this day have an eye on the Sacrifices that 
God politivelycommanded to be put away, becauſe (as he 
told them) bts ſoul was weary of them, and therefore they 
had no acceptance of God in them, and comes not uuto 
that which he laſtlycommanded, in which he wil ſhewthem 

an everlaſting countenance of gracious acceptance, through 

giving them the ſweetneſſe and riches of bleſſings, that ſhall 
never depart from them any more. 

u. Hence if the Jews. do enquire, What Law ſhall beheld 
and hept among them in the dayes of their unalterable everlaſting 
ſtate of glory ? -+ | 

Anw. Ianſwer poſitively and plainly, none other ſhall 
the Law be but that very Law that God did give directly 
unto Meſes (which he (aid is nigh, in the mouth and in the 
begrt, wherein there (hall Le offered [ in the Temple of God] 
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one everlaſting offering of Carrel, Sheep, Children, Wives, 
and lives, yea and all created things purely to him that 
created all things) of which Moſes (not underftanding the 
oraculous and myſterious voyce) ſaw but the backer parts: 
And that it ſhall. be but the ſame law may appear very 
plain, becauſe as God Almighty is in himſelf unchangea- 
ble, ſo is his Word for ever and ever. Wherefore as the 
Jews ſhall be brought to ſee the face of God (which Moſes” 
law not, but his backer parts) ſo ſhall they ſee the face 
and glory of the Law that God gave to Moſes, (of which 
he ſaw but the backer parts) and in the glory of it be 
ſwallowed up forever and ever, according tothe covenant | 
- of promiſe, and conſequently the backer parts therecf ſhall 
ſtand behind them for ever. So the law ſhall never alter 
in one jor or tittle, as it ſtood from all eternity in the un- 
changable God, though not comprehended by poor, wesk, 
comprehenſible man, but the Jews ſhall change from the 
backer parts of the letter, which muſt of neceſſity end becauſe 
it came in time, unto the glory of che face of the Spirit, 
which ſhall, nay nor can never end, becauſe it had never 
time of beginning; and this all the faithful ſeed of Abrabam 
ſhall witneſſe, and ſet to ſeal unto even for ever, Amen. 

Finally I leave them to a ſearch among themſelves for 
the Fullers fountain, and-Refiners fire, which is able to make 
them meet to receive, retain, and inherit the everlaſting 
unchangeable riches and glory, according to the unchang- 
able Covenant of promiſe. | | 

And I pray the God of Iſrael in the remembrance of his 
everlaſting love, and infinite mercies, to their eyes 
that they may quickly find it, and be made a free people 
to poſſeſſe the Land of Promiſe according to his word,
